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Bugle Food Service 
Monthly Recipes 



For the outdoor cooking enthusiasts, some oi my lavourite bar¬ 
becue recipes are Kabobs and they are so easy. 

In barbecue cooking, there is a difference between the cooking 
of red and white meat. Red meat demands a searing to seal in the 
juices and retain the flavour. On the other hand, white meats, be¬ 
cause of the difference in the tissues, do not need the searing pro¬ 
cess, but do require basting. 

Whether you are grilling or spit barbecuing, having the coals 
right is very important. A bed of glowing coals does the best job, 
so make sure you start the fire sufficiently in advance so that it will 
have burned down to coals when you ktart to cook. 

Before you start cooking tap the gray ash off the coals. Ash 
holds the heat back, and acts as an insulator. Remember, the same 
as in all cooking — a little heat goes a long way. 


BEEF KABOBS 

Beef round gets a leisurely drink in California Marinade! 

For ^ix to eight servings, choose three pounds lean beef round, 
cut into %Vi inch squares. Add beef squares to California Marinade, 
turning to coat. Refrigerate 24 hours to 36 hours to give marinade 
time to tenderize beef; turn the beef occasionally. Fill skewers alter¬ 
nating meat squares with green pepper,, mushrooms, cooked potatoes, 
or other kabob tidbits of your choice. 

Broil rare, or medium rare over hot coals’, brushing frequently 
with melted butter or margarine. Use rotating skewers or turn often 
on grill. 

CALIFORNIA MARINADE 

Thoroughly combine 1 cup salad oil, % cup soy sauce, / cup 
lemon juice, Vi cup Worcestershire sauce, Vi cup prepared mustard, 
2 tsp. salt, 1 tsp. black pepper, and 2 garlic cloves, minced.. 

SHASHLIK 

Two pounds boneless lamb, cut into 2J4 inch squares. Quartered 
green peppers, quartered sweet red peppers, onions cut in thirds, 
other favourites to suit yourself. 

Add lamb squares ,to marinade and stir to coat. Let refrigerate 
overnight or stand at room temperature two or three hours, turning 
occasionally. Fill Skewers, alternating meat cubes with the veget¬ 
ables. Broil over hot coals to medium rare, brushing frequently with 
melted butter or margarine. Use rotating skewers or turn often on 
grill. Makes six servings. 

ARMENIAN HERB MARINADE 

Combine Vi cup olive oil or salad oil, Vi cuip lemon juice, 1 tsp.' 
salt, marjoram and thyme, / cup chopped onion, and Vi cup snipped 
parsley. Use to marinate lamb or chicken. Enough for l/ 2 to 2 
lbs. meat. 

HOT DOG KABOBS 

1 lb. (8-10 frankfurters, cut in 1 inch cut 1 inch squares green pepper 

slices) 1 recipe Soy Sauce marinade 

1 cup 1 inch sliced celery (below) 

1 cup 1 inch sliced onion 6 skewers 

Soak the frankfurters and vegetables at room temperature for 
three hours, in this Soy Sauce Marinade. 

Combine: 

Vi cup soy sauce 1 tsp. thyme 

'/3 cup catsup Vi cup vinegar 

Vi cup salad oil 1 tsp. prepared mustard 

Alternate the meat and vegetables on skewers broil five minutes 
on each side, brushing occasionally with soy sauce marinade. 
Yield six servings.

RCAF Chaplain 
Appointed Bishop

SOEST, Germany — Fast-stepp¬ 
ing members of the 1st Battalion, 
Royal Canadian Regiment, serv¬ 
ing with the 4th Canadian Infantry 
Brigade Group in Germany repre¬ 
sented Canada in Holland's 
famous Nijmegen marches which 
took place July 23 - 26. 

Nijmegen has been the host of 
the international marching event 
since 1909 when 45 Dutch citizens 
took part in an organized walk to 
sponsor physical fitness. The 
marches are now an international 
event involving more than 12,000 
civilian and military participants 
from more than 15 countries. 

The 30-mcm contingent from the 
first Battalion, Royal Canadian Re¬ 
giment was commanded by Lt. 
Roy Lampard of St. Catharines, 
Ont. 

The non - competitive marches 
require participants to finish a pre¬ 
scribed course within a certain 
period of time. Marchers who fin¬ 
ish the course are presented with 
a commemorative medal.. Military 
marchers in battle kit are required 
to march 25 miles per day for 
four days, while the lighter- 
dressed civilians must march 30 
miles daily. 

A carnival atmosphere prevailed 
throughout Nijmegen during the 
week when more than a million 
visitors cheered on the marchers 
who ranged in age from 14 to 80 
years of age and included blue- 
helmeted bobbies from London, 
kilted Scotsmen, white - plumed 
Spanish police, gaily - costumed

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Royal Canadian Ordnance Corps 
Diamond Jubilee Celebration 

1903 — 1963 



One of the Canadian Army's 
oldest Corps celebrated its Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee last month. On July 
1 the Royal Canadian Ordnancet 
Corps was sixty years old. Be¬ 
cause this date conflicted with 
Dominion Day celebrations, the 
birthday celebration which was 
world wide, since RCOC soldiers 
are serving in Germany, Egypt, 
the Congo, Indo-China, the United 
Etates and the United Kingdom, 
was held mainly during the week¬ 
end of June 21 to 23. 

Highlighting celebrations by the 
Corps in Edmonton, which included 
the Regular Army and the Militia, 
was an all ranks Regimental Din¬ 
ner on Friday, 21 June, a Re¬ 
gimental Ball on Saturday, 22 June 
and a Regimental Church Parade 
and March Past on Sunday, 23 
June, all held in Griesbach. Part¬ 
icipating units were HQ RCOC, 
Western Command; 17 Regional 
Ordnance Depot; Coy 7 Ordnance 
Bn. (M); and Ordnanoe soldiers 
from 2 PPCLI, PPCLI Depot; QM 
Stores Western Command and 
Alberta Area "I" Staff. 

The Royal Canadian Ordnance 
Corps has traditions rooted in the 
days of William The Conqueror. 
A Commission of Array was grant¬ 
ed by the King for certain officers 
to muster and equip the people of 
each district into a loose military 
organization Certain laws or or¬ 
dinances were set down to provide 
uniformity of equipment — hence 
the term "ordnance". 

The first ordnanoe officer ap¬ 


peared in 1299, and was known as 
"Keeper of the King's Wardrobe". 
Included in his duties were the 
care of and accounting for, among 
other things, a number of battering 
rams and catapults. From these 
early origins Canada's modem 
Ordnance Corps has evolved into 
a wide-spread and efficient sup¬ 
ply organization that handels most 
everything required to equip and 
maintain a 20th century Army, 
from a shoe lace to a tank to an 
artillery rocket. The complex and 
far-reaching network of depots 
operated by the Corps is one of 
the largest business operations in 
the country. 

Included in the supply organi¬ 
zation are ammunition depots 
which provide the Army with the 
main tool of its trade. Because of 
its association with explosives, the 
patron saint of the Corps is Saint 
Barbara. 

Regimental Dinner—21 June, 1963 

The Regimental Dinner was held 
in the PT Lounge of the Leonforte 
Building^ Hamilton Gault Barracks. 
It was attended by all ranks, both 
Regular and Militia, of the Royal 
Canadian Ordnance Corps in the 
Edmonton Area. 

Lieut.-Col. R. D. Watson, Com¬ 
mand Ordnance Officer, Western 
Command was the senior ordnance 
officer and the guests included 
Brigadier G. C. Leach, Commander, 
Alberta Area; Col. G. Armstrong, 
Commander, 23 Militia Group; 
Lieut.-Col. H. W. Ball, AA&QMG 
Alberta Area; and Lieut.-Col. E. 
L. Boyd, Commanding Officer, 


Loyal Edmonton Regiment (3

Alberta Signal Squadron Com- 
manling Officer Major R. R. Ulrich, 
has established what may be a' 
first in accident prevention and 
safe driving. Enquiries were made 
made at City of Edmonton Police 
Traffic division and Alberta Gov¬ 
ernment Highways Safety Divi¬ 
sion as to existing facilities for 
safe driving lectures and answers 
to driving problems. Arrangements 
were made during this initial en¬ 
quiry for Sgt. Pocholok of city 
police and Mr. Murdock of Alberta 
Government Highways to Conduct 
lectures during the latter part of 
June 1963. 

DID YOU KNOW: — 

That during 1962 Edmonton had 
126,000 traffic accidents out of 
132,000 vehicles. This latter figure 
represents one vehicle per 2/ 
persons and it may well be 
this half driver responsime for 
all the accidents. In the . same 
year damages alone mounted to 
52,600,000.00 or approximately $8. 
per head of population. Accidents 
during rush hours 7 - 8.30 a.m. 
and 4 - 6 p.m. accounted only 20% 
of the total and tail gating contri¬ 
buted 21% of the overall total. 
Edmonton police investigate all 
accidents reported, regardless of 
dollar damage whereas other 
cities only investigate those with 
$100.00 or more damage.

Pocholok used as an example a 
court case involving suit for 
' damages by a passenger in an 
unreported accident. Had it been 
reported and statements obtained 
passengers including the fact no 
injuries were sustained and no 
one hospitalized, it would be more 
difficult, if not impossible for any¬ 
one to sue at a later date. All 
investigations are FREE and only 
45% of those investigations in¬ 
volve any charges being laid by 
police. 

Another interesting lecture with 
a film was conducted by Mr. Mur¬ 
dock of the Alberta Government 
Highways department. Our inter¬ 
ests were mainly for heavy equip¬ 
ment drivers, AN/GRC 26A, 3 Ton 
Stake and Signals Construction 
Trucks, however, others in attend¬ 
ance found the lectures enlighten¬ 
ing.

Her Majesty the Queen has ap¬ 
proved the appointment of Her 
Royal Highness the Princes Royal 
as Colonel-in-Chief of the Royal 
Newfoundland Regiment. This is 
the first time that the militia unit 
has had one. 

The traditions of the regiment go 
back to the early history of New¬ 
foundland when the British Army 
raised units on the island. In 1795 
a Newfoundland Regiment of 
Fencible Infantry was formed. It j 
was succeeded in 1803 by a new ( 
unit, the Newfoundland Fencible 
Infantry. Three years later the title 
"Royal" was added and the Royal 
Newfoundland Fencible Infantry. 
served with distinction throughout I 
the War of 1812. This unit was 
disbanded in 1816.

The proudest — and saddest —- 
day in the history of the Royal 
Newfoundland Regiment was July 
1, 1916 when the unit was almost 
wiped out in the attack on Beau- • 
mont Hamel during the Battle of 
the Somme.
